In making, the announcement, 
Herbert L. Oakes, president, 
noted that soaring prices for 
materials affected all three of 
the company’s operating divisi- 
ons. Only in the cargo trail- 
er division, he added, were cost 
increases more than offset by 
greater increases inshipments.

es were lower than a year ago, 
reflecting a condition which has 
prevailed throughout the indus- 
try during the early part of 1973. 

Noting that a price increase 
for glass containers has been 
announced for June 1, Mr. Oakes 
said: “We expect, therefore, 
that during the second half of 
the depressed level of the first 
the year the glass container div- 
ision will show improved pro- 
fitability over the depressed le- 
vel of the first quarter.” In the 
plastic container division, he 
said, selective price increases 
instituted in March “have begun 
to lessen the squeeze onthe div- 
ision’s profitability.” 

During the quarter, a leas- 
ed plastic container plant inOr- 
lando was destroyed by fire, and 
although major equipment was 
salvaged and returned to service 
in another leased facility in the 
area, the cost of maintaining 
service to customers had a sig- 
nificant effect on the division’s 
profitability. 

The cargo trailer division, 
Mr. Oakes said, “is enjoying a 
good year, and indications are 
that the pace of shipments will 
remain strong for the balance 
of 1973.” 

“As we look ahead,” he con- 
cluded, “the disappointing resu- 
Its of the first quarter should 
not, we believe, be considered 
a reflection of the year as a 
whole. Although many problems 
remain with us, particularly the 
uncertainty of future material 
and fuel costs and availability, 
we feel reasonably confident that 
the balance of the year will show 
greater profitability than has 
been shown to date.”

we as families are asked to be 
conscious of our responsibility 
to God and to one another 

We as Christians have a 
strong heritage toward the fam- 
ily. Our Jewish ancestors th- 
ousands of years ago wore qu 
ite apt at family living and have 
passed this important institution 
on to us today The apostle 
Paul, speaking to young Timothy 
said, “I thank God when I call 
to remembrance the unfeigned 
faith that is in thee, which dw- 
elt first in thy grandmother 
Lois, and they mother Eunice, 


and I am persuaded that in 
thee also.” (II Tim.15) Such 
faith should enter into every 


stage of life from the first to 
the last. God is not merely a 
God for the aged, the lonely and 
the tired.

CONGRESSMAN BILL DICKINSON 


Will Americans have to in- 
voluntarily return to the “good 
old days?” Will'‘Sunday be spent 
on the front porch? Are we ab- 
out to run out of gas? 

We are now burning 6.5 mil- 
lion gallons of gasoline a day 
Foreign oil has become more 
and more vital to keeping us on 
the move President Nixon's 
energy message dwelt onbring- 
ing Our Own supplies up to les- 
sen dependence on foreign oil 
Last year, we pumped 11 mil- 
lion gallons of oil a day in 
the U. S. But demand was 16 
million gallons, and the short- 
age was filled by foreign oil 
Now the desert sheiks are de- 
manding huge price ‘increases 
By 1985, it is estimated that 
we will need 30 million gal- 
lons a day, and even by push- 
ing present U. S. production, 
we can get only 15.5 million 
gallons We spent $5 billion 
on imported petroleum last ye- 
ar. In just two years, this cost 
is going to jump to $11 bill- 
ion. One industry expert says 
that by 1985 we will be pay- 


ing $54 billion a year for im- 
ported oil 

Not only will increased cost 
of petroleum affect what the 
consumer pays for gasoline-- 
some experts now preduct $1 
per gallon:in the near future-- 
but it will affect our balance- 
of-payments situation, which is 
already bad. Sothe present em- 
phasis is on stimulating dom- 
estic exploration by tax in- 
centives--which is where the 
Congress comes in. The Al- 
aska pipeline controversy al- 
ready has set back any expec- 
tations of oil from this source 
for several years. Geologists 
estimate we have 385 billion 
barrels, or about 60 years of 
supply, available in the U.S.or 
offshore around the U.S. To- 
gether, petroleum and natural 
gas supply 78 percent of our 
energy needs 

The energy situation has ev- 
olved into a question of facing 
reality. Can we win the foot- 
race between supply and de- 
mand? Will we have to give 
up snowmobiles, pleasure boat- 
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ing, Sunday driving and other 
non-essential uses of gasoline? 
Can we develop atomic energy 
to fill in the gas gap? Can we 
fully develop our coal resour- 
ces? 


The gas shortage is so ac- 
ute that it is even reflected in 
the advertising of one of our 
major oil companies. Instead 
of encouraging people to buy 
more of their product, this com- 
pany is now urging consumers 
to slow their highway speed so 
they won’t burn as much gas. 
Several small, independent oil 
companies, which depend on 
excess supplies for their ex- 
istence, have closed down. In 
Alabama, many farmers are 
wondering where their next tank 
of fuel for theirtractors is com- 
ing from--and the farming sea- 
son has only just begun. 

The whole problem is direc- 
tly tied in with the question of 
the ecology With the intro- 
duction of pollution control de- 
vices, the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency reports that re- 


_ cent tests show some U:S. cars 


can now only expect 10 miles 
to the gallon or less, while for- 
eign imports are getting more 
than 20 miles to the gallon. 

If the current trend c ontin- 
ues, “environmentalists’ will 
soon be forcing cars otf the 
highways and we will all berid- 
ing bicycles. Environmentali- 
sts don’t want offshore drilling, 
deep-water oil terminals off our 
coastlines, the Alaska pipeline, 
strip mining, or atomic power-- 
if you don’t believe it, ask the 
people of Houston County what 
almost happened to the Joe Far- 
ley Nuclear Plant near Dothan, 
Alabama. Yet, these same en- 
vironmentalists still want to en- 
joy our affluent way of life 

As it now stands, something 
has to give, or give out. We 
must move firmly towarda nat- 
ional energy policy aimed at 
self-sufficiency, or face brown- 
outs, blackouts, or Sunday aft- 
ernoons sitting on the front por- 
ch watching the bicycles go by

ELECTRIC BILL 

Using your kitchen applian- 
ces correctly can save money 
on your electric bill. 

Defrost your freezer before 
the ice gets 1/4 inch thick. 
Heavy ice cuts the cooling pow- 
er of the coils. Keep your 
freezer full. The cold you have 
paid for is kept well by frozen 
foods. 

Leave refrigerator doors 
shut as much as possible. Re- 
move all necessary items at 
one time. And never set temp- 
erature controls lower than 
needed to maintain proper tem- 
peratures. 

Plan your oven meals. A 
complete meal can be cooked in 
the oven as cheaply as one dish. 
Avoid opening the oven door un- 
necessarily. And turn the oven 
off as soon as you are through, 

When cooking vegetables, use 
a small amount of water. It 
takes less time to bring it to 
a boil. Avoid using undersized 
pans on your surface units, Mat- 
ch pan size to element size. Use 
pans with flat bottoms to per- 
mit close contact with unit. 

Use electric frying pans, br- 
oilers and rotisseries when pos- 
sible. They generally use less 
electricity than range burners 
and ovens. 

MEATLESS MENUS 

Meatless menus can be a 
way of cutting food costs. But, 
you should combine foods to 
make meals nutritious and tas- 
ty. Meat alternates are eggs, 
cheese, dry beans, dry peas and 
peanut butter. Other foods for 
the meal should include vege- 
tables -- especially the dark 
green, leafy ones -- bread, fr- 
uits and cereal products. 

You should also select iron- 
rich foods to replace iron found 
in meat. These foods include 
legumes, dried fruits,whole gr- 
ain or enriched foods, and green, 
leafy vegetables. Other sour- 
ces of iron, used on a limi- 
ted basis, are nuts, raisins,- 
prunes, apricots and molasses. 

Legumes, whole grain and 
enriched products and green, 
leafy vegetables also supply B 
vitamins. 

So a meatless menu can be 
nutritious as well as tasty and 
at much less expense. The

POULTRY STILL ECONOMICAL 
ECONOMICAL 

According to Lee Wilson, 
Extension poultry marketing sp- 
ecialist, poultry products have 
long been noter, as economy food 
buys. But with the upward cl- 
imb of prices, consumers are 
asking what’s happening to poul- 
try and egg prices. : 

Poultry products are still 
good buys.* But like other food 
prices, poultry prices are be- 
ing’ pushed upward by rising pro- 
duction costs and increasing de- 
mand,- Wilson says feed costs 
for the poultry industry are up 
30 to 50 percent over last year. 
Egg supplies are generally down, 
and for the past six months, 
producers have been trimming 
flocks because of low profits. 
Egg prices, up from 40 cents 
to 69 cents in a year, are just 
overcoming a long-depressed 
market and still have a low pro- 
fit margin. 

With the rising cost of meats, 
there is more demand for br- 
oilers and turkeys. This, plus 
higher production inputs, has re- 
sulted in generally higher pri- 


ces. 
CARE OF FINE CHINA 

Two types of china are com- 
monly called fine china, porce- 
lain china, and bone china. The 
two are distinguished by color. 
Porcelain china can be creamy 
or white. Bone china is white. 
Both are translucent enough to 
see the shadow of a hand when 
a piece is held up to the light. 
Bone china is made in England 
and is always marked on the 
back. Porcelain and bone china 
are harder and more chip re- 
sistant than semi-vitreous or 
earthenware dishes. 

Fine china is lightweight 
and thin. When pieces of the 
same size are loaded next to 
each other in a dishwasher, the 
pressure of the water may cause 
the pieces to bump at the top 
forcefully enough to chip sl- 
ightly. Proper loading of fine 
china is to alternate sizes, i.e. 
a plate next to a saucer or 
bread and butter plate,etc. By 
alternating, the tops cannot re- 
ach each other and no chipping 
can result.

Foster Care Program 
Helps Elderly And 
Disabled Adults 


EDITOR’S NOTE: This is the 
third in a series of articles 
on the Coffee County Depart- 
ment of Pensions and Security 
located at Elba, Alabama. 

A new service of the Depart- 
ment of Pensions and Security 
Foster Care for Adults -- is 
designed to end isolation and 
loneliness for many elderly and 
disabled persons in Coffee 
County, Lucille C. McMinn Dir- 
ector, said today. 

This program will enable aged 
and disabled persons with no 
close relatives to live in pri- 
vate homes, and, in effect, “a- 
dopt” a family. Checks from 
the department, Mrs. McMinn 
explained, are increased sothat 
they can make board payments. 

“Adults benefiting from the 
foster care program donot need 
hursing care or constant atten- 
tion,” the county director em- 
phasized. “They can do most 
things for themselves, but hay- 
ing someone to cook their meal, 
take them to church or to town, 
and give some assistance to 
their personal care -- if, for 
instance, they have an arthri- 


tic arm or a ‘game’ leg - 
will make their lives far less 
complicated,” 

Mrs. McMinn said that the 
warmth of companionship may 
be the most important asset, 
in @ foster home, adding that 
homes for couples as well as 
for individuals may be needed, 
Interested families should con- 
tact the county pensions and 
security department, They'll 
benefit, Mrs. McMinn said, both 
from having someone to “do for” 
and from the board payment. 

“We'll want to know whether 
the family really wants to share 
their home, whether there is 
space for one or two more 
persons, and where the home is 
located in relation to access to 
hospitals, stores and other fac- 
ilities,” the director explained, 
“Our requirements are not rigid 


at all,” 
Foster home care is just 
one of the many services to 


adults, both those living intheir 
own homes and those away from 
them the county director con- 
tinued, When an aged person, 
his doctor and his family de- 
cide that nursing home care is 
necessary, for example, work- 
ers may help with the trying 
details of the move and the 
adjustment process that often 
follows removal to unfamiliar 
surroundings. 

Poor housing, loneliness or 
boredom, inability to prepare 
meals, and difficulty in manag- 
ing money or finding medical 
care are among other situations 
with which the county staff can 
help. 

“If an older couple is living 
in an unsafe home, perhaps they 
can qualify for a government 
housing project,” says Mrs. 
McMinn, “or they may simply 
need to know how to get a low- 
interest loan in order to have 
the porch repaired and the roof 
replaced.” 

Since ther is so much to be 
done, pensions and security st- 
aff are always on the lookout 
for volunteers and agencies of- 
fering free or low cost serv- 
ices, Ifthe county has no “meals 
on wheels” program for the aged 
a worker might locate a neigh- 
bor to assist a diabled person 
with food preparation. Where 
mass transportation is incon- 
venient or nonexistant, a staff 
member might find a relative 
willing to drive a client to 
the Social Security. or Food 
Stamp Office, the doctor or 
to church. 

If an elderly person needs 
to borrow a hospital bed, secure 
prescription drugs ortreatment 
for an illness, workers will 
know what agencies offer these 
services at little ‘or no cost. 
A client who feels useless in 
old age may find satisfaction 
through volunteer work or mem- 
bership in a Golden Age Club. 

Mrs. McMinn emphasized th- 
at the pensions and security 
department strives to improve 
the quality of life for all eld- 
erly persons, not just those 
receiving public assistance. 
For this reason, it supports 
the work of indivivals and 
private and public agencies act- 
ing as advocates for the aged.

The President’s Watergate 
speech left many questions un- 
answered but I feel sure that 
the truth of the whole sordid 
mess will come out in time 
and that those who are guilty 
will be punished, It has been 
my position all along that the 
truth must come out and let the

Until there is hard evidence 
to the contrary, I will not be- 
lieve that President Nixon had 
any prior personal knowledge 
disgraceful series of 
events.

FOOD PRICES AND THE 
FARMER 

High food prices and the pr- 
ice of meat are common top- 
ics found in today’s headlines 
or overheard in discussions am- 
ong housewives, and others. Wh- 
ile it is true that farm prices 
are higher today than ever be- 
fore, the farmer is only now be- 
ginning to receive the prices he 
should, In fact, in some cas- 
es, he is still below par on 
the prices he receives. A rec- 
ent USDA publication entitled 
“What's Happened To Food Pri- 
ces,” contains 16 pages of facts, 
concerning farm prices today, 
The following are just some of 
the more important items. 
1. Average hourly wages in in- 
dustry have increased from 
$1.52 per hour in 1952 to $3.65 
in 1972. If food prices had in- 
creased this much(2.4 times the 
1952 level), round steak would 
cost $2.67 per pound instead of 
$1.68 per pound; and chicken 
would cost $1.46 per pound in- 
Stead of 47¢ per pound 
2, In 1952, 23.0% of a person's 
income Was spent for food; now, 
only 15.7% of a person's in- 
come is spent on food, 
3. The cost of food rose 71 
percent for the past 20 years, 
while the cost of the raw pro-

Changes in farm prices show 
up in the supermarket, but not 
so suddenly nor always in the 
same direction. Farm prices 
dropped 4.8 percent in 1967, 
though our food prices increa- 
sed 1 percent. In 1971, while 
farm prices were up 1.8 per-: 
cent, your food prices increa- 
sed 3.0 percent. Farm prices 
fluctuate widely, due to for- 
ces largely beyond the indivi- 
dual farmer’s control - wea- 
ther, yields, pests, total plan- 
tings, feed supplies, farmers’ 
prices. When the farmer's pri- 
ces go up, they usually come 
down later. The prices of most 
everything else tend to stay up. 
Despite the rise in prices, food 
takes a smaller share of the 
average income.

Sales Up Profit 
Down Reports 
Dorsey 


The Dorsey Corporation (NY 
SE), manufacturer of glass and 
plastic containers and cargotr- 
ailers, has ‘announced that sp- 
iraling costs of raw materials 
and supplies and disrupted pro- 
duction caused by a plant fire 
in Florida were major factors 
contributing to lower first quar- 
ter profits despite an increase 
in shipments. 

Net sales for the first three 
months ended March 3), 1973 
rose to $30,112,000 from $27, 
105,000 in the first quarter of 
1972. Net earnings decreased 
to $616,000, or $.20 per share 
on a fully diluted basis, from 
$1,073,000, or $.35, a year ear- 
lier. 

In making the announcement, 
Herbert L. Oakes, president, 
noted that soaring prices for 
materials affected all three of 
the company’s operating divisi- 
ons. Only in the cargo trail- 
er division, he added, were cost 
increases more than offset by 
greater increases inshipments. 
in addition, glass container sal- 
es were lower than a year ago, 
reflecting a condition which has 
prevailed throughout the indus- 
try during the early part of 1973. 

Noting that a price increase 
for glass containers has been 
announced for June 1, Mr. Oakes 
said: “We expect, therefore, 
that during the second half of 
the depressed level of the first 
the year the glass container div- 
ision will show improved pro- 
fitability over the depressed le- 
vel of the first quarter.” In the 
plastic container division, he 
said, selective price increases 
instituted in March “have begun 
to lessen the squeeze onthe div- 
ision’s profitability.” 

During the quarter, a leas- 
ed plastic container plant inOr- 
lando was destroyed by fire, and 
although major equipment was 
salvaged and returned to service 
in another leased facility in the 
area, the cost of maintaining 
service to customers had a sig- 
nificant effect on the division’s 
profitability. 

The cargo trailer division, 
Mr. Oakes said, “is enjoying a 
good year, and indications are 
that the pace of shipments will 
remain strong for the balance 
of 1973.” 

“As we look ahead,” he con- 
cluded, “the disappointing resu- 
Its of the first quarter should 
not, we believe, be considered 
a reflection of the year as a 
whole. Although many problems 
remain with us, particularly the 
uncertainty of future material 
and fuel costs and availability, 
we feel reasonably confident that 
the balance of the year will show 
greater profitability than has 
been shown to date.”

Many of our area churches 
are observing Christian Home 
Week and National Family We- 
ek. This week always begins 
with Children’s Sunday and ends 
the following Sunday with Moth- 
er’s Day. Dyring-the week, 
we as families are asked to be 
conscious of our responsibility 
to God and to one another 

We as Christians have a 
strong heritage toward the fam- 
ily. Our Jewish ancestors th- 
ousands of years ago were qu- 
ite apt at family living and have 
passed this important institution 
on to us today The apostle 
Paul, speaking to young Timothy 
said, “I thank God when I call 
to remembrance the unfeigned 
faith that is in thee, which dw- 
elt first in thy grandmother 
Lois, and they mother Eunice, 
and I am persuaded that in 
thee also.” (II Tim.15) Such 
faith should enter into every 
stage of life from the first to 
the last. God is not merely a 
God for the aged, the lonely and 
the tired.

And I would like to say a 
further word about the obliga- 
tions of children to their par- 
ents, which are summed up in 
the commandment, “Honor thy 
father and thy mother,” Child- 
ren should honor their parents 
in their personal habits, duties 
and economics, They should 
assuredly honor their parents 
by respecting them and consid- 
ering their judgment with care. 
You may not always agree with 
them, but listen quietly and rea- 
son calmly -- and postpone for 
a reasonable time a decision that 
you may regret the rest of your

There are obviously many 
things about family life that I 
have left out because of space, 


but I hardly think any of us

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SUNDAY ON THE FRONT PORCH 


CONGRESSMAN BILL DICKINSON 


Will Americans have to in- 
voluntarily return to the “good 
old days?” WillSunday be spent 
on the front porch? Are we ab- 
out to run out of gas? 

We are now burning 6.5 mil- 
lion gallons of gasoline a day. 
Foreign oil has become more 
and more vital to keeping us on 
the move President Nixon’s 
energy message dwelt on bring- 
ing our own supplies up to les- 
sen dependence on foreign oil 
Last year, we pumped 11 mil- 
lion gallons of oil a day in 
the U. S. But demand was 16 
million gallons, and the short- 
age was filled by foreign oil 
Now the desert sheiks are de- 
manding huge price increases. 
By 1985, it is estimated that 
we will need 30 million gal- 
lons a day, and even by push- 
ing present U. S. production, 
we can get only 15.5 million 
gallons. We spent $5 billion 
on imported petroleum last ye- 
ar. In just two years, this cost 
is going to jump to $11 bill- 
ion. One industry expert says 
that by 1985 we will be pay- 


ee 


ing $54 billion a year for im- 
ported oil. 

Not only will increased cost 
of petroleum affect what the 
consumer pays for gasoline-- 
some experts now preduct $1 
per gallon in the near future-- 
but it will affect our balance- 
of-payments situation, which is 
already bad. Sothe present em- 
phasis is on stimulating dom- 
estic exploration by tax in- 
centives--which is where the 
Congress comes in. The Al- 
aska pipeline controversy al- 
ready has set back any expec- 
tations of oil from this source 
for several years. Geologists 
estimate we have 385 billion 
barrels, or about 60 years of 
supply, available in the U.S.or 
offshore around the U.S. To- 
gether, petroleum and natural 
gas supply 78 percent of our 
energy needs 

The energy situation has ev- 
olved into a question of facing 
reality. Can we win the foot- 
race between supply and de- 
mand? Will we have to give 
up snowmobiles, pleasure boat- 
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ing, Sunday driving and other 
non-essential uses of gasoline? 
Cuan we develop atomic energy 
to fill in the gas gap? Can we 
fully develop our coal resour- 
ces? 


The gas shortage is So ac- 
ute that it is even reflected in 
the advertising of one of our 
major oil companies. Instead 
of encouraging people to buy 
more of their product, this com- 
pany is now urging consumers 
to slow their highway speed so 
they won’t burn as much gas. 
Several small, independent oil 
companies, which depend on 
excess supplies for their ex- 
istence, have closed down. In 
Alabama, many farmers are 
wondering where their next tank 
of fuel for their tractors is com- 
ing from--and the farming sea- 
son has only just begun. 

The whole problem is direc- 
tly tied in with the question of 
the ecology. With the intro- 
duction of pollution control de- 
vices, the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency reports that re- 


_ cent tests show some U-S. cars 


can now only expect 10 miles 
to the gallon or less, while for- 
eign imports are getting more 
than 20 miles to the gallon 

If the current trend c ontin- 
ues, “environmentalists’ will 
soon be forcing cars otf the 
highways and we will all be rid- 
ing bicycles. Environmentali- 
sts don’t want offshore drilling, 
deep-water oil terminals off our 
coastlines, the Alaska pipeline, 
strip mining, or atomic power-- 
if you don’t believe it, ask the 
people of Houston County what 
almost happened to the Joe Far- 
ley Nuclear Plant near Dothan, 
Alabama. Yet, these same en- 
vironmentalists still want to en- 
joy our affluent way of life. 

As it now stands, something 
has to give, or give out. We 
must move firmly towardanat- 
ional energy policy aimed at 
self-sufficiency, or face brown- 
outs, blackouts, or Sunday aft- 
ernoons sitting on the front por- 
ch watching the bicycles go by

ELECTRIC BILL 

Using your kitchen applian- 
ces correctly can save money 
on your electric bill. 

Defrost your freezer before 
the ice gets 1/4 inch thick. 
Heavy ice cuts the cooling pow- 
er of the coils. Keep your 
freezer full. The cold you have 
paid for is kept well by frozen 
foods. 

Leave refrigerator doors 
shut as much as possible. Re- 
move all necessary items at 
one time. And never set temp- 
erature controls lower than 
needed to maintain proper tem- 
peratures. 

Plan your oven meals, A 
complete meal can be cooked in 
the oven as cheaply as one dish. 
Avoid opening the oven door un- 
necessarily. And turn the oven 
off as soon as you are through. 

When cooking vegetables, use 
a small amount of water. It 
takes less time to bring it to 
a boil. Avoid using undersized 
pans on your surface units. Mat- 
ch pan size to element size. Use 
pans with flat bottoms to per- 
mit close contact with unit. 

Use electric frying pans, br- 
oilers and rotisseries when pos- 
sible. They generally use less 
electricity than range burners 
and ovens. 

MEATLESS MENUS 

Meatless menus can be a 
way of ‘cutting food costs. But, 
you should combine foods to 
make meals nutritious and tas- 
ty. Meat alternates are eggs, 
cheese, dry beans, dry peas and 
peanut butter. Other foods for 
the meal should include vege- 
tables -- especially the dark 
green, leafy ones -- bread, fr- 
uits and cereal products. 

You should also select iron- 
rich foods to replace iron found 
in meat. These foods include 
legumes, dried fruits,whole gr- 
ain or enriched foods, andgreen, 
leafy vegetables. Other sour- 
ces of iron, used on a limi- 
ted basis, are nuts, raisins,- 
prunes, apricots and molasses. 

Legumes, whole grain and 
enriched products and green, 
leafy vegetables also supply B 
vitamins. 

So a meatless menu can be 
nutritious as well as tasty and 
at much less expense. The 
best plans include a wide var-

POULTRY STILL ECONOMICAL 
ECONOMICAL 

According to Lee Wilson, 
Extension poultry marketing sp- 
ecialist, poultry products have 
long been noter, as economy food 
buys. But with the upward cl- 
imb of prices, consumers are 
asking what’s happening to poul- 
try and egg prices. 

Poultry products are still 
good buys.* But like other food 
prices, poultry prices are be- 
ing’ pushed upward by rising pro- 
duction costs and increasing de- 
mand. Wilson says feed costs 
for the poultry industry are up 
30 to 50 percent over last year. 
Egg supplies are generally down, 
and for the past six months, 
producers have been trimming 
flocks because of low profits. 
Egg prices, up from 40 cents 
to 69 cents in a year, are just 
overcoming a long-depressed 
market and still have a low pro- 
fit margin. 

With the rising cost of meats, 
there is more demand for br- 
oilers and turkeys. This, plus 
higher production inputs, has re- 
sulted in generally higher pri- 


ces. 
CARE OF FINE CHINA 

Two types of china are com- 
monly called fine china, porce- 
lain china, and bone china. The 
two are distinguished by color. 
Porcelain china can be creamy 
or white. Bone china is white. 
Both are translucent enough to 
see the shadow of a hand when 
a piece is held up to the light. 
Bone china is made in England 
and is always marked on the 
back. Porcelain and bone china 
are harder and more chip re- 
sistant than semi-vitreous or 
earthenware dishes. 

Fine china is lightweight 
and thin. When pieces of the 
same size are loaded next to 
each other in a dishwasher, the 
pressure of the water may cause 
the pieces to bump at the top 
forcefully enough to chip sl- 
igntly. Proper loading of fine 
china is to alternate sizes, i.e. 
a plate next to a saucer or 
bread and butter plate,etc. By 
alternating, the tops cannot re- 
ach each other and no chipping 
can result.

Foster Care Program 
Helps Elderly And 
Disabled Adults 


EDITOR’S NOTE: This is the 
third in a series of articles 
on the Coffee County Depart- 
ment of Pensions and Security 
located at Elba, Alabama. 

A new service of the Depart- 
ment of Pensions and Security 
Foster Care for Adults -- is 
designed to end isolation and 
loneliness for many elderly and 
disabled persons in Coffee 
County, Lucille C. McMinn Dir- 
ector, said today. 

This program will enable aged 
and disabled persons with no 
close relatives to live in pri- 
vate homes, and, in effect, “a- 
dopt” a family. Checks from 
the department, Mrs. McMinn 
explained, are increased sothat 
they can make board payments. 

“Adults benefiting from the 
foster care program donot need 
nursing care or constant atten- 
tion,” the county director em- 
phasized. “They can do most 
things for themselves, but hav- 
ing someone to cook their meal, 
take them to church or to town, 
and give some assistance to 
their personal care -- if, for 
instance, they have an arthri- 


tic arm or a ‘game’ leg - 
will make their lives far less 
complicated,” 

Mrs. McMinn said that the 
warmth of companionship may 
be the most important asset, 
in a foster home, adding that 
homes for couples as well as 
for individuals imay be needed. 
Interested families should con- 
tact the county pensions and 
security department. They'll 
benefit, Mrs. MeMinn said, both 
from having someone to “do for” 
and from the board payment, 

“We'll want to know whether 
the family really wants to share 
their home, whether there is 
space for one or two more 
persons, and where the home is 
located in relation to access to 
hospitals, stores and other fac- 
ilities,” the director explained, 
“Our requirements are not rigid 
at all,” 

Foster home care is just 
one of the many services to 
adults, both those living intheir 
own homes and those away from 
them the county director con- 
tinued. When an aged person, 
his doctor and his family de- 
cide that nursing home care is 
necessary, for example, work- 
ers may help with the trying 
details of the move and the 
adjustment process that often 
follows removal to unfamiliar 
surroundings. 

Poor housing, loneliness or 
boredom, inability to prepare 
meals, and difficulty in manag - 
ing money or finding medical 
care are among other situations 
with which the county staff can 
help. 

‘If an older couple is living 
in an unsafe home, perhaps they 
can qualify for a government 
housing project,” says Mrs. 
McMinn, “or they may simply 
need to know how to get a low- 
interest loan in order to have 
the porch repaired and the roof 
replaced.” 

Since ther is so much to be 
done, pensions and security st- 
aff are always on the lookout 
for volunteers and agencies of- 
fering free or low cost serv- 
ices. Ifthe county has no “meals 
on wheels” program for the aged 
a worker might locate a neigh- 
bor to assist a diabled person 
with food preparation. Where 
mass transportation is incon- 
venient or nonexistant, a staff 
member might find a relative 
willing to drive a client to 
the Social Security or Food 
Stamp Office, the doctor or 
to church. ' 

If an elderly person needs 
to borrow a hospital bed, secure 
prescription drugs or treatment 
for an illness, workers will 
know what agencies offer these 
services at little or no cost. 
A client who feels useless in 
old age may find satisfaction 
through volunteer work or mem- 
bership in a Golden Age Club. 

Mrs. McMinn emphasized th- 
at the pensions and security 
department strives to improve 
the quality of life for all eld- 
erly persons, not just those 
receiving public assistance. 
For this reason, it supports 
the work of indivivals and 
private and public agencies act- 
ing as advocates for the aged.

Every Citizen Loses 
Because Of Watergate 


Senator Jim Allen 


The President’s Watergate 
speech left many questions un- 
answered but I feel sure that 
the truth of the whole sordid 
mess will come out in time 
and that those who are guilty 
will be punished. It has been 
my position all along that the 
truth must come out and let the 
chips fall where they will. 

Until there is hard evidence 
to the contrary, I will not be- 
lieve that President Nixon had 
any prior personal knowledge 
of this disgraceful series of 
events. In my judgment, Mr. 
Nixon is too anxious that he be 
accorded a high place inhistory 
to have allowed such a thing 
as the Watergate to oversha- 
dow his important achievements 
in both foreign and domestic 
affairs. 

Bit more important than any 
individual’s reputation or place 
in history is the disastrous 
effect on our political system 
resulting from such apparent 
arrogation of power and con- 
tempt for law which have been 
displayed by those guilty. The 
attempts to cover up this case 
perhaps are more reprehensible 
than the original stupid and il- 
legal act of bugging the Demo- 
cratic National Headquarters. 

However, I have confidence 
enough in the strength and sub- 
stance of the American people 
and of our governmental system 
to believe that the United Sta- 
tes is not going to fall apart 
as the result of the Watergate 
bugging case. Legal evidence 
presented ina court of law will 
assign the final blame for what- 
ever corruption and violations 
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Misd eeds 
of law may be proved. ' In ad- 


dition, the Senate’s Select: In- 
vestigating Committee will re- 
commend longterm barriers to 
any future campaign mis-con- 
duct, and I believe that the str- 
ong reaction of the American 
people against disgraceful cam- 
paign practices revealed by the 
Watergate case is sufficient to 
impress politicians and polit- 
ical campaign organizations of 
the dangers they face should 
they try similar practices in 
the future. 

The President acted wisely 
in accepting the resignations of 
his aides, Kleindienst, Halder- 
man, Erlichman and Dean, Th- 
ese men had abused their pub- 
lic trusts and had acted as th- 
ough they were above th@ law. 

This has damaged the Presi- 
dent’s capacity to lead; it has 
damaged the moral character 
and authority of his administra- 
tion; it has damaged his claims 
of standing for and advocating 
faw and order; it has damaged 
his position as a world leader 
seeking to bring an era of peace 
to a troubled world. 

Who are the losers? Not 
only the President; not only our 
institutions of government; but 
every single citizen inthe coun- 


try. 

Surety the President's task of 
finding righteous men for his 
staff could not be as hard as 
the task of Diogenes with his 


lantern looking for an honest 


man, or the task assigned to 
Abraham in days of old in seek- 
ing to find righteous men in

Incidentally 1 hope that 
everyone will be more carcful 
in placing their garbage in the 


containers that are provided in 


the rural areas. Some of them 
are neat and in excellent shape 
and others have a lot of gar 


bage just thrown at them 
LEASING PEANUTS 

Dean Bond, our peanut spec 
ialist at Auburn , talked with me 
i few days ago about peanuts 
He pointed out thata lot of grow 


ers in Coffee County and the 
Wiregrass are leasing their 
peanuts to others here is a 


problem on the amount to chat 
ge per acre in renting or leas 
ing peanuts. In order forthisto 
be mutually satisfactory, asys 
tem will probably be devised to 
help determine how much the 
land should cost each year. For 
example, peanut land that is pro 
ducing 2,500 to 3,000 pounds of 
peanuts per acre would be worth 
a lot more than those producing 
1,500 to 2,000 

Bond suggested that perhaps 
in future years the rental price 
would probably be based on yie 
lds during the previous three to 


five years I mention this to 
emphasize that every grower 
needs to do everything within 


his power to make a maximum 
yield of peanuts per acre. It 
will be beneficial to him now and 
also in the future in the event 
he decides to rent or lease his 
peanut acreage 
SPURWEED CONTROL 

I have had several calls this 
week asking for ways to control 
spurweed. Spurweed is a small 
plant and does not grow much

over two to three inches tall 
and develops sticky spurs at 
this time of the year. They will 
Stick you a little even when they 
are green, but whenthey die they 
become much more painful 
Spurweed is a winter annual 
weed It germinates in the fall 
and winter At this time of the 
year, they form seedheads 
hese seedheads are spurs, Of 


course, these spurs make this 
weed very undesirable. Tocon 
trol we recommend that one of 


the preemergence herbicides 
such as granular Balan be usea 
in the fall before seed germin 
ate, Sylvex and 2, 4-D give fair 
control of the weed during the 
spring of the year However, 
these treatments should be made 
when the weeds are actively gro 
wing and before the spurs ma- 
ture In most cases, it is too 
late for this treatment. I would 
certainly recommend that pre 
emergence type materials like 
Balan be used during the fall of 


the year 
VIET NAM POLICY 

Reid Heffner, a representa 
tive of the Diamond Shamrock 


Company, and former county ag 
ent in North Carolina, visits us 
occasionally Heffner served 
for over two years in Viet Nam 


in the capacity similar to the 
county agent here in the Wire 
#Hrass He made some inter 


esting observations on some thi 
ngs that he thought would help 
bring peace and tranquility to 
Viet Nam 

Heffner said that oné’problem 
in Viet Nam is that only a very 
few people own land. Most of 
it is owned by landlords. The 
peasant is only given enough to 
plant enough rice toliveon, For 
example, he said that it might 
tuke 60-65 % of the rice crop 
produced on the small amount of 
acreage to pay the rent. Thisis 
very discouraging to the Viet 
Nam farmer 

Heffner stated that in his op 
inion land reform was probably 
the most pressing problem in 
South Viet Nam. He said, “The 
average Vietnamese farmer 
needs something to inspire him 
and hold on to, and being able 
to own some land is the most im- 
portant factor in helping the 
average Vietnamese.” 


The Heffners live in Dothan, 
and it occured to me that he 
could” give a very interesting 
program on agriculture and his 
work with Vietnamese farmers.

FOOD PRICES AND THE 
FARMER 

High food prices and the pr- 
ice of meat are common top- 
ics found in today's headlines 
or overheard in discussions am- 
ong housewives, and others. Wh- 
ile it is true that farm prices 
are higher today than ever be- 
fore, the farmer is only now be- 
ginning to receive the prices he 
should, In fact, in some cas- 
es, he is still below par on 
the prices he receives. A rec- 
ent USDA publication entitled 
“What's Happened To Food Pri- 
ces,” contains 16 pages of facts, 
concerning farm prices today. 
The following are just some of 
the more important items, 
1. Average hourly wages in in- 
dustry have increased from 
$1.52 per hour in 1952 to $3.65 
in 1972, If food prices had in- 
creased this much(2.4 times the 
1952 level), round steak would 
cost $2.67 per pound instead of 
$1.68 per pound; and chicken 
would cost $1.46 per pound in- 
stead of 47¢ per pound. 
2, In 1952, 23.0% of a person’s 
income was spent for food; now, 
only 15.7% of a person's in- 
come is spent on food, 
3. The cost of food rose 71 
percent for the past 20 years, 
while the cost of the raw pro-

ducts rose only 47 percent. Th- 
is is due to more expensive 
foods, suchas higher priced cuts 
of meat and more convenience 
products, which cost more to

The list of facts could go 


on and on, Why all the fuss ab- 
out food prices? We all realize 
this fact, but do we realize that 
through the years, wages for 
major groups of industrial wor 

kers have advanced more rape 
idly than the price of foot 


Changes in farm prices show 
up in the supermarket, but not 
so suddenly nor always in the 
same direction, Farm prices 
dropped 4.8 percent in 1967, 
though our food prices increa- 
sed 1 percent. In 1971, while 
farm prices were up 1.8 per- 
cent, your food prices increa- 
sed 3.0 percent. Farm prices 
fluctuate widely, due to for- 
ces largely beyond the indivi- 
dual farmer's control - wea- 
ther, yields, pests, total plan- 
tings, feed supplies, farmers’ 
prices. When the farmer's pri- 
ces go up, they usually come 
down later. The prices of most 
everything else tend to stay up.

‘is already inside him and not 
seen from the perspective of a 
deficiency model,” \says Mrs. 
Annie A. Hooks, Teacher Pri- 
mary Special Education. 

Democratic practices involve 
(a) respecting and valuing the in- 
dividual rights of each person, 
(b) viewing the learning environ- 
ment as a community in which 
those who are directly involved 
have control over what happens 
to them, and (c) guaranteeing 
equal opportunity without bias 
against the skills, viewpoint, or 
goals of each learner in the 
environment. These values are 
rooted deeply in our past and 
in our present rhetoric, and it 
is conceivable that learning en- 
vironments can honestly reflect 
these values. 

Each child should be given an 
opportunity to develop to his 
maximum potentials. His innate 
needs are to be satisfied as do 
his normal counterparts. He 
needs love, security anda sense 
of belonging. The child whohas 
experienced repeated failure 
has developed a poor self-con- 
cept. He performs according 
to the way he perceives him- 
self and the world around him. 
Therefore, it is the duty of the 
educator to help develop the 


child so he can live adequately 
in the home and community, to 
develop social competence and 
become self-supporting at the 
adult level.

Mullins Resigns 
As County 
Engineer 


Coffee County Engineer Les- 
lie Mullins resigned yesterday 
to make way for an engineer 
who can better work with the 
County Commission. 

“In order for any system to 
work effectively there must be 
mutual trust and cooperation 
between the commission and 
engineer,” Mullins told the 
County Commission’ in a let- 
ter addressed to Probate 
Judge James L. Sawyer. “My

engineer will leave the way 
open for this to happen.” 

Mullins’ resignation was ac- 
cepted “with regrets.” 

The county engineer has long 
pushed for a county unit system 
of road building and mainten- 
ance, much of the time in dir- 
ect opposition to the majority 
of the commissioners. 

BILL PROPOSED 

Rep. Douglas Easters has in- 
troduced a bill setting up a 
strong unit system in the coun- 
ty, a system that would do away 
with the four road districts in 
the county and put them under 
direct management of a county 
engineer. 

“In view of the fact that I 
have had a small part in bring- 
ing attention to a method of 
improving Coffee County gov- 
ernment, I feel that I am do- 
ing a service to the county by 
stepping aside at this time in 
order that the Coffee County 
Commission can look at a new 
face as engineer knowing that he 
had nothing to do with the ch- 
anges that are taking place,” 
Mullins said in his letter of 
resignation. 

“A momentous step was taken 
when the Commission adopted a 
partial unit system,” Mullins 
continued. “However, I person- 
ally prefer a unit system being 
introduced in this session of 
the Legislature by Rep. Doug- 
las Easters and Sen. L. L. 
Dozier.” 

Mullins went on to say that 
he wished the best for Coffee 
County as “I have tremendous 
faith and confidence in its pro- 
gress.” 

The county engineer’s resig- 
nation is effective June 15 when 
he will become associated with 
private industry in Ozark.
